REVOLT IN LISBON 
QUICKLY QUELLED 


Attempt To Overthrow 
Government Suppressed 
by Loyal Troops After 
Street Fighting. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Lisbon, April 18.—A revolutionary 
outbreak, with the object of over- 
throwing the government, began this 
morning and hand-to-hand fighting 
ensued at various points in Lisbon. 
Grenades were thrown and many per- 
sons are believed to have been killed 
or wounded. 

The president of the _ republic, 
Tiexeira Gomes, and the members of 
the cabinet sought refuge in one of 
the city barracks. 

The movement was led by Major 
Filomeno Camara. The military of 
‘ all arms participated in the revolt. 

Eventually, loyal troops rallied to 
the vid of the rresident and govern- 
ment, and surrounded the Paco da 
Rotondo, where the mutineers had 
gathered. At this place there was 
considerable fighting. but eventually 
the loyal troops got the upper-hand.

The work of ages seemed to 
crumble, Man was reverting to the 
savagery of the world’s infancy. Only 
he used more refined and cruel 
weapons than his primitive ancestors 
could ever have conceived.

Early in the morning as the: pale 
Flemish sun began to pierce the 
clouds with a mystie orange glow, 
there floated over from the German 
lines thin whisps of a_ bluish-grey 
smoke. The eloudlets playing on the 
breeze hung midway in Ne Man's 
Land, then suddenly caught by a play- 
ful breath of wind, veered about and 
trailed back to the German lines ‘ike 
the transparent veil of a dancing girl. 
We were to know more of that thin 
vaporous cloud later in the day. For 
at 10 o’dlock the air seemed strange- 
ly filled with the smell of pineapple. 
Men inhaled deeply of the delicious 
aroma, so greatly in contrast with the 
filth and mud of the trenches. An 
hour later the significance of the 
odor and the constant new waves ol 
gray smoke had become apparent to 
the whole Langemarck and St. Julien 
sector of the line. It was poison gas! 


Soldiers began to cough. They 
kept coughing. It seemed they want- 
ed to tear their lungs to’ pieces. They 
grasped their throats, but the rasping 
irritation continued. They sat down 
or lay flat to breathe the pure air 
that is close to the ground. It brought 
no relief. French colonial troops. be- 
longing to the North Africa divisions, 
were overcome with the fumes. The 
intangible terror frightened them he- 
vond words. They were seized with 
panic. They began to throw their 
rifles and equipment away. knock 
down their officers and flee from the 
hideous thing that crept nearer and 
enveloped them with sinister death. 
Their eyes were beginning to leave 
the sockets. They tore their elothinz 
to get air. They pawed in the mud 
with their hands in helpless agony. 
They shrieked and wailed in terribie 
anguish. There was no escape. All 
the roads leading from the front be 
gan to get packed with fleeing,’ dis- 
organized. terror-stricken troops.

of the moment there arose a mighty 
wailing, stirring battle song. Scottish 
bagpipers were coming down the road, 
going in opposite direction of the flee- 
ing troops. “The standards on the 
braes o’ Mar are up and streaming 
merrily. And hielan’ men frae hill 
and glen, with bonnets blue and hearts 
sae true, are coming late and early.” 


Tartans and sporrans, kilts and tam o’ 
shanters came swinging down in 
rhythmic unison. Grim, determined 
faces. Blanched with terror, to be 
sure, but steady, purposeful and cool. 
The fleeing colonials looked on in 
amazement. They shouted at the Scot- 
tish. Thev pointed at the whisps of 
smoke. They signaled that death 
was riding on that misty fog. The 
highlanders paid no attention. “Stan- 
dards on the braes o’ Mar.” The 
pipes lamented with stirring. savage 
uppeal. Bayonets were-fixed. Pieces 
of cloth and socks were dipped in urine 
and tied around faces. Then the at- 
tack commenced.

He said it may be uncer- 
tuin as to which of the defendants 
killed Miss Hoffman, if is possible 
rbat some other member of the family 
inight have committed the crime and 
if either of the defendants assisted in 
burying the body after either or seme 
ove else had killed her they would net 
he guilty of any crime, but in that 
event they could have exculpated 
tremselves by disclosing the truth as 
toe statute exculpates parents, chil- 
dren. husbands, sisters and wives from 
‘riminal responsibility where they 
are accessories after the fact. 

If either of the defendants was 
innocent. of the homicide and merely 
concealed the crime, the way was open 
for exculpation.

MUTINY QUELLED: 
NEW PEN RULES 
BRING PEAGE ERA 


Warden Snook Attributes 
Recent Threatening Sit- 
uation at Federal Prison 
to “‘Agitators.” 


HARMONY RULING 
NOW, HE ASSERTS 


Warden Declares That 
Prisoners Realize That 
New Regulations Bene- 
fit Them Financially. 


The Atlanta federal prison, which 
only a short time ago was threatened 
by concerted mutiny and riot by the 
thousands of prisoners serving sen- 
tence there, is now working with 
machine-like precision to the mutual! 
satisfaction of inmates and Warden 
John Snook, who promulgated a new 
and drastic set of prison regulations 
whieh caused the near clash. 

Warden Snook Saturday attributed 
the recent threatening situation to 
“agitators,” but stated that it had 
been entirely relieved and that the 
prisoners whose representatives served 
notice on him that unless the new 
rules were modified a mutiny would 
engue gre now working in harmony 
with him and have admitted that the 


juew rulés have benefited rather than 


restricted them. | 
“The prison is tunning smoothly 


land the prisoners are satisfied with 


the new conditions particularly when 
they have found out that they now 
have a chance to make more money 
while in the prison under the new 
rules than under the old restrictions,”’ 
Warden Snook said, 

When the new rules were first an- 
nounced to the prisoners there was 
some restrictions to their enforcement 
shown among the prisoners according 
te Warden Snooks, who attributed the 
trouble to “agitators.” 

“There were a few agitators who 
did not like the new rules at first, 


‘but as svon as the general body of 


prisoners understood them and found 
they would be 
through them the trouble ended,’ he 
said. 

When Warden Snook took charge 
of the prison succeeding former War- 
den A. FB. Sartain, he compiled a 
new set of rules which contained new 
restrictions in referenceeto the terri- 
tory “‘trusty’’ prisoneré Were to enter ; 


in prison; the hours of recreation and 
other prison conduct. Warden Snook 
said he explained the new rules to 
the prisoners and as soon as they un- 


benefited financially | 


derstood all details of their operations 
the “agitators” ceased. 

He said conditions at the prison 
now are good and that the prisoners 
are working in harmony under the 
new regulations. 


SORTS TO DECIDE 
FIGHT FOR FEES 


Fulton Tax Collector 
‘Warned Execution Will 
Be Issued Unless State 
Receives $10,427. 


Notice has been served on W. S. 
Richardson, tax collector for Fulton 
county, by Comptroller General Wil- 
liam A. Wright, that unless he re- 
mits $10,427 to the state treasury, 
an execution will be issued against 
him on behalf of the state of Georgia. 
The sum involved represents fees on 
special taxes collected by Mr. Rich- 
ardson in Fulton county since the 
first of the year. Under the new sal- 
ary system in force in Fulton county 
since January 1, Mr. Richardson re- 
reives the salary attached to his of- 
fice instead of the fees previously 
retained by him as payment for the 
collection, 

The state, through General Wright, 
contends that with the salary system 
in force, al] special state taxes shouid 
be remitted to the state without any 
deduction for fees, whereas the county 
holds that fees on special taxes should 
go into the county treasury. 

Attorney-General George M. Napier 
has ruled in favor of General Wright's 
contention, while Charles . Shelton, 
Fulton county attorney, supports 
county authorities in their argument. 
Mr. Richardson is therefore between 
two fires, with county officers telling 
him to do one thing and state authori- 
ties telling him to do the opposite. 

General Wright, it is said, has ten- 
tatively agree:i to hold the matter in 
abeyance until the state supreme court 
has passed upon the constitutionality 
of the FuJton county salary syste:n 
act. whigh has been questioned in 
court action brought by W. H. Abbott.

Prompt Appeal Filed. 

George L. Spence, attorney for 
Beavers, was granted a writ of super- 
sedeas, which carries the decision of 
Judge Bell on rule 22 to the higher 
court. ‘l'his appeal ‘prevents the po- 
lice committee from acting on the de- 
cision for a period of 20 days. 

“We contend that the committee 
has no right to fire the chief of police 
for failure to execute an impossible 
and worn-out rule of the department,” 
“Mr. Spence sgid. “This is a flimsy 
excuse concocted.in the minds of the 
political enemies of Mr. Beavers, and 
-we intend to fight such tactics. We 
are going to reinstate Mr. Beavers.

Judge Bell’s Action. 


In sending the case back to the 
committee, Judge Bell stated he did 
so because he was not certain what 
importance the committee attached to 
the alleged act of Chief Beavers in 
signing a pauper’s oath. This now 
has been stricken from the record and 
the committee will be asked to review 
its former findings with that part of 
the charge eliminated. Judge Bell 
said he was dubious as to what the 
findings of the committee would have 
been if Beavers had been found guilty 
of onene rule 22 of the department 
only. 

Edward H. Inman, chairman of the 
police committee of city council.,. filed 
charges March 2S, 1924, against the 
chief, which included violation of rule 
22 of the department, and the mak- 
ing of a pauper’s oath whi-e the de- 
fendant was a property holder. This 
resulted in Beavers’ discharge, and 
the case has been pending in courts 
since that time. 


Reversal Not Expected. 


Mr. Inman declined to make any 
statement Saturday concerning the 
case until he has made a thorough 
study of Judge Bell’s decision. It is 
generally predicted, however, that the 
police committee will refuse to rescind 
its former action in discharging Beav- 
ers, regardless of the fact that the 
pauper’s octh charge has been thrown 
out by order of the court. 

In his answer to the violation of 
rule 22, Beavers states that the rule 
was made in 1878, when only 30 men 
were on the Atlanta police force. He 
declares there are more than 400 now 
and that if the chief attempted to live 
up to the letter of the rule, he would 
have no time to attend to “‘real busi- 
ness” of the department. He cited 
that there are many lieutenants and 
sergeants of the department whose 
duty it is to make these inspections, 
thus leaving the chief free to serve 
the city more efficiently. 

Reasons For Appeal. 

Mr. Spence explained that the ap- 
peal will be taken simply to protect 
Beavers from unfavorable action at 
the hands of the police committee. 
He pointed out that at present it 
would be possible for the committee 
to sustain its former action in dis- 
charging Beavers, using only the 
charge that he failed to inspect men 
on their watches, and eliminating the 
charge of swearing falsely to a paup- 
er’s oath. 

In addition, if the court of appeals 
goes further than the superior court 
and throws out the charge of negli- 
gence in inspecting patrolmen, Beav- 
ers automatically would resume his 
place as head of the Atlanta police 
department, regardless of what action 
the committee might take.

Thompson’s Statement. 

Frederick I. Thompson of the Unit- 
ed States shipping board today said: 

“As one of the commissioners of 
the United States shipping board, at 
one perjod of such service having much 
te do with the settlement of ship- 
building claims and ag one urging the 
action of that body in instituting suit 
against the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
corporation, it would appear to me as 
essential that the elemental basis of 
the action be clarifie# and the injec- 
tion of Mr. Schwab's war service bo 
separately considered. 

“The record evidences’ that 
Schwab, as director general of the 
fleet corporation, very properly and 
very soundly asserted that anv profit 
in excess of 10 per cent on ship con- 
struction was improper and officially 
acted in support of such poliey but 
admitted an earning of 18 per cent on 
the contracts of the companies in 
which he was personally interested.

New York, April 18.—Charles | 
Thaddeus Thompson, superintendent | 
of foreign service of the Associated | 
Press, who has been connected with 
the organization eontinuously for the 
iast 33 years, died today in St. Luke's 
hospital at the age of 67. He had 
been in ill-health for some months 
but was at his desk up to a few 
days ago. 

Mr. Thompson had a distinguished 
career with .the Associated Press in 
the United Siates and abroad. He 
reported scores of notable’ events, 
among them being the Algecireas con- 
ference in 1906, dealing with the dis- 
nosition of Morocco: the death of 
Pope Leo; the disastrous eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius in 1906; the mar- 
riage and atiempted assassination of 
King Alfonso of Spain in.

while with the Italian armies in the 
world war he wrole some of the most 
graphie dispatches of. that epochal 
confliet. 

His last foreign assignment. was at 
the Versailles peace conference in 
1919.

$2,500,000 Year 
To Fight Crime

Macon, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)— 
That it costs all the counties in Geor- 
gia approximately $1,500,000 a year 
to enforce criminal laws was the state- 
ment made here by George M. Napier, 
attorney general of Georgia, in an ad- 
dress before the Georgia Education 
association in convention here. 

“In addition to that amount.” said 
Colonel] Napier, “it impossible to 
estimate the amount of fines and costs 
paid by defendants, but it is, of 
course, a tremendous sum. It is safe 
to estimate that the people of Georgia 
paid out last year for the trial and 
prosecution of criminal business in our 
courts the sum of $2,500,000. This 
amount of money added annually to 
our school fund would greatly extend 
our efforts to open the door of oppor- 
iunity to every child in the state of 
Georgia.” . 

Colonel Napier made a plea for law 
observance. “Illiteracy is a concomi- 
tant of disobedience and disrespect 
of law. We need to train our youth 
to respect and obey the law, not spe- 
ders laws. The interests of education 
are thus shown to be bound up with 
law enforcement,” he said. 

Better schools, better roads, better 
health, improved agricultural methods, 
including marketing and advancing in- 
dustrial development, were named by 
the speaker as the fundamental needs

On behalf of Mrs. Cunningham the 
hearing was waived by her attorneys.

Charges Against Her. 

The charge was that Mrs. Cunning- 
ham murdered her son, Walter, 13, 
who died on September 26, 1923. The 
murder warrant was issued prior to 
Mrs. Cunningham’s confession that 
she poisoned Isabelle, 18, who died 
December 31, 1920: Charles, 19, who 
died on September 21, 1922, and Wal- 
ter. She also admitted having poison- 


ed her son, David, Jr... now in a hos: 
pital in Chicago, and that she took 


poison herself, ®aying shé wanted to 
take her best a children and her- 
self to “join pa in heaven.” David 
Cunningham, Sr., her husband, died 
on July 2, 1918, and her son, Harry, 
21, died on October 13, 1921. but she 
denied having poisoned them. 

Only a few words were spoken at 
the cell hearing.

to redeem coin certificates for actual 
half-dollars. Certificates entitling 
their holders to coins will be on sale 
by all banks prior to July 3. 

Distribution Plan. 


- In a circuiar addressed to the 
heads of all southern banks, the plan 
is outlined as follows: 

“Previous to July 3 there will be 
issued to subscribers to the Confed- 
erate memorial in every city certifi- 
cates entitling the holder, on or after 
July 3, to an equivalent number of 
the memorial coins. 

“These certificates will be issued 
to the public through two agenciés: 

“(a) The commercial banks in each 
community cooperating in this. nation- 
wide distribution ; 

“(b) Volunteer organizations of 
public-spirited citizens. which are to 
be formed under the direction of the 
Stone Mountain Memorial associa- 
tion, and the auspices of a nation- 
wide committee of sponsors.

It is also well to hlow out the radi- 
ator core with compressed air if pos- 
gible, as all dust collected here mili- 
tates against the proper cooling of the 
engine.

If 
the owner lubricates the car himself, 
be should use heavier oil in the gun, 
Te light oil that was placed in the 
rear axle for winter driving should be 
changed and a heavier oil, such as 
6U0-W, substituted. 

All the operating parts of the brakes 
should be soaked with penetrating 
oil or some anti-rust solution to re- 
move the effects of the slush, mud 
and water of winter driving. 

The whole engine as well as the ex- 
posed bevrings and other parts of the 
chassis should be washed and cleaned 
with kerosene to prevent dust from 
finding its way into the moving narts. 
Compression should be checked. Valves 
ehould be reseated and new rings in- 
stalled wherever needed, 

The air in the tires should he kept 
up to the specified inflation for the 
car more regularly in summer than in 
sinter, because the heat of the pave- 
ment combined with the heat gener- 
ated in an under-inflated tire softens 
up the layers of fabric as they rub 
against each other. 

The nuts, bolts and screws on the 
entire car should be tightened. Dur- 
ing the winter the material used as 
cushioning between the various parts 
cf the car gathers moisture and swells 
up.

Good and Poor Nutrition. 

Every mother of a young 
needs to know the following signs of 
good and poor nutrition and to watch 
for them as her child develops: 

The well-nourished child has an 
erect, sturdy, well-developed body 
with straight legs, flat shoulder 
blades, fnil rounded chest, strong 
white teeth and firm rosy flesh. The 
expression of his eyes and face de- 
notes a keen happy mind, and all his 
movements show vigor and energy 
without undue nervousness. 

The body of the undernourished 
child exhibits just the opposite charac- 
teristics ard his listless attitude to- 
ward life or his extreme nervousness 
und irritability show that he is car- 
rying a heavy handicap. His body is

_One hundred and seventy-nine ques- 

tionnaires sent to the associations 
were returned. Tlie receipts of these 
associations xmounted to $64,988.83, 
disbursements $53,627.60, which 
amount was returned to the schools 
for equipment. scholarships and other 
needs of childhvod. All associations 
report having publicity and programs 
printed after monthly meetings, and 
nearly all are doing family service 
and providing milk for children.

Brethren who are opposed to unifi- 
cation are making large use of a res- 
olution which they say was adopted 
by the Springfield general conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
Tt is safe to.say that all leaders who 
have written in epposition to unifica- 
tion have quoted or referred to the 
Springfield resolution. It is inter- 
esting to note that the _ resolution 
which has been ey widely heralded as 
revealing the “northern view” of the 
negro question, was not adopted by 
the general conference of ihe Metho- 
dist Episcopal church at all. 

The resolution in qeustion is No. 1 
of a series of resolutions printed in 
the ‘Daily Christian Advocate of Fri- 
day, May 9, 1924. The title of the 
paper is, “The Church and the World 
Colored Question” 

Reproduces Paper. 

It will be interesting to reproduce 
the entire paper, which is as fcllows: 

“Whereas, certain attitudes and 
practices ou the purt of Christian na- 
tions and peoples are causing scandal 
to the Christian religion in the minds 
ef many non-Christian peovles. and 
making infinitely difficult the whole 
missionary effort and program. such 
attitudes and practices as 

The fact end spectacle of a 
Christian nation conquering and dom- 
inating another for the selfish pur- 
poses of wealth and power: 

“2 The repression of subiject-peo- 
ples when these seck to express thein- 
selves in terms that are normal and 
native to them. and 

“3. The attitude of a ‘superior race’ 
which results apain and again in 
deeds of individual high-handedness 
and contempt toward the _ subject- 
groups. 

“Whereas, second, an attitude of 
undue caution in the preserce of 
these manifest and admitted evils has 
similarly robbed Christianity of much 
of its vitality ot ministry and its 
winning power; and 

“Whereas, third, the treatment of 
colored peoples in all parts of the 
world by Christian nations, for the 
most part white, constitutes a direct 
ehallenge to the teachings and ethics 
of Jesus: therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we, the general 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal] 
church, 

“1. Refuse to recognize as valid 
in church cr state anv discrimination 
on the basis of race or color; for ‘He 
hath made of one blood all nations’ 

* *We are also His offspring.’ 

6 We refuse to recognize as valid 
er in harmony with Christ’s teaching 
of brotherhood, the right of any gov- 
ernment to conquer and exploit any 
cther people: or race. Be it 

“Resolved. second. That since we 
live in a world which is not yet 
Christianized, in which imperfection 
abounds on every hand, we who claim 
to be followers of Christ. determine 
ceaselessly to work for the reign of 
the good will of God for His chil- 
dren, as revealed in Christ. to the end 
that the Christian ideal above men- 


aE may vbtaia in erery land. 

“Resolved. finallr. That the Metho- 
dist Episcopal chureh place herself 
clearly and squareiy on record as will- 
ing to face ont crud assume her-.share 
of the responsibitity for the solution 
of the delicate and difficult problem 
of securing a truly Christian world- 
orcer, in the matter of color and ra- 
cial relationship. on the above men- 
tioned basis of Christ’s teaching of 
hiaman brotherhocd under the tather- 
hou’! of God. 

Appeal by’ Indian. 

These resolutions were offered by 
Johu J. Cornélius. a lay delegate to 
the conference, frum India. Mr. Cor- 
neiius is an East Indian, and a pro- 
fessor in Lucknow university. It is 
clearly evident that the resolutions 
were introduced from the standpoint 
of colored questivun as a world ques- 
tion. Of course, the colored question 
as it relates to the negro in the 
United States is a part of the world 
eolured question. I think it very im- 
portant that we appreciate this fact. 

The race question is not simply a 
question between southern white men 
and southern nezroes ; it is a national 
question, it is an international ques- 
tion, a world question. We _ shall 
likely be in grave error in framing 
our theories conc2rning the tace ques- 
tion if we take into accoint only 
the relation between the whites and 
blacks in the southern states of the 
United States. 

Some of us are in danger of laying 
ourselves open to the charge of hav- 
ing two theories of the race question 
—one a sectional theory. and the 
other a world theory; the sectional 
theory serving cortroversial purposes ; 
the world theory, missionary pur- 
DOSe@Ss. 

The point which 
here is that the Indian. Mr. Cornelius, 
introduced his resolutions from the 
standpoint of the colored.question as 
a world question. 

Explains Resolution. 


Mr. Cornelius made sone inter- 
esting statements in his advocacy of 
the resolutions :n question. Some of 
them are as follows: 

“At this time it is 
important that the question of the 
exclusion of the Japanese should 
come before you. Then; there is the 
interpretation of the Indian law 
which means that the Indians of In- 
diz. will not be given the right to hold 
property in this country. Then there 
is the question of the Hindus in Can- 
ada who face the same problem. § It 
is because of these questions before 
us that I want to present to you for 
your consiaeration these resoitions. 
More than that. the spirit of exploi- 
tation is becoming greater ard 2reater 
every day. Never has the theory of 
domination and exploitation been 
more crudely preached.” 

Then Mr. Cornelius proceeds to 
quote from an American professor, as 
follows: 

“We should safeguard our. interests 
bv withholding from a needv and suf- 
fering world our knowlelge of pro- 
duction, sanitation. and _ — hygiene. 
* * * Tf we find that labor can no 
longer be exploited within our group 
on account of its growing power and 
our growing sympathies, there are 
other means available, * * * Is it 
necessary that we exploit our own 
laboring classes? Can we not shift 
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aelate le the richness and colorful- 
ness of our culture?’ 
Interesting Views. 

I have made tne quotations above 
from the speech of. Mr. Cornelius. to 
show his viewpoint and the things 
which -he was really protesting 
a ainst. I am wondering if the lead- 
ers opposed to unification are favor- 
able to the views of Professor Josey 
a: quoted abeve. as against those of 
Mr. Corneiius as expressed in his res- 
olutions’ The paper presented by 
Mr. Cornelius, together with his dfs- 
cussion of it. is very interesting. as 
shuwing the viewpoint of a cultured 
“hristian xentleman of another na- 
tion, and ut one ef the colored races. 
by examining the records as set forth 
in the Daily Christian Advocate of 
Mav 9.-it will be seen that Mr Cor- 
nelius offered his paper and made a 
motion that 
motion was duly seconded. A motion 
was immediately made to refer the pa- 
per to the committee on the state of 
the church. Mr. Cornelius made his 
speech. The motion was then put, 
and the resolutions were referred to 
the committee on the state of the 


ehurch, and were never reported out 


again. 

At the time oc the meeting of the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in May 1924. the 
all-absorbing topic of the thought of 
the world was the world race ques- 
tion. or the world colored question: 
fo™ the race question and the colored 
uuestion are one. Books. discussing 
the subject from = every standpoint 
were pouring from. the _ printing 
presses of the world, and they still 
continue to do so. ‘There were rep- 
resented at that general conference 
more than fifty nationalities. 


Pronouncement Made. 


It was inevitable. and highly fit- 
ting, that that body make a _ pro- 
nouncement upon the burning ques- 
tion of race relationships. And this 
was done. Three days after the Cor- 
nelins resolutions were presented to 
the zeneral conference and referred to 
the committee on the state of the 
church, another set of resolutions 
upon the same subject were offered 
and adopted. The title of this sec- 
ond group of resolutions is. ‘“‘Resolu- 
tions on Uniform and Fair Treatment 
for all Peoples, Regardless of Race.” 
These resolutions are as follows: 


“Whereas, the problems that grow 
out of race are the most acute and 
potentially the most dangerous of ex- 
isting world problems; and. 

“Whereas, Jesus Christ our Master, 
stands for the oneness of our human- 
ity and the equal worth of every hu- 
man soul, regardless of race. birth, or 
color: and, 

“Whereas, Christianity in its begin- 
ning presented to the world ‘the 
blinding vision of one race, one color. 
and one soul in humanity.’ and had 
this vision and call been followed in 
its entirety and high challenge we 
should have today a world of. broth- 
erhood instead of a world divided 
into suspicious and warring racial 
grouns: and, 

“Whereas, the most outstanding 
obstacle to the coming of the King- 
dom of God among the nations of the 
earth are these national and racial 
arrogances ; and, 

“Whereas, the time has come for 
Christianity to assert its mind in no 
uncertain way ard to bring to bear 
th: pressure of iis spirit in no feeble 
manner in the solution of this prob- 
lem ; and, 

“Whereas. the democracy for which 
the United States of America stands, 
anc the Christianity which we pro- 
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be the hacks of others. and still’

“Third. that. ‘we deplore as un- 
patriotic and un-Christian movements, 
policies and programs in many sec- 
tions that discviminate against and 
humiliate aliens. merely as aliens, or 
fas aliens ineligible to naturalization, 
and that single cut certain races and 
religious groups for, discriminatory 
We urge 
a federal law raising the standards 
fo> admission into the United States, 
applying them to all peoples alike, 
and granting the privilege of citizen- 
shir to all persons thus admitted and 
lawfully residing in the United States 
who duly qualify, regardless of their 
race, color. or nationality.’ 

Jones’ hesolutions.

The proceedings in the New York 
conference by the Methodist Epis- 


copal church with’ reference to the 
proposed plan of unification were 
most interesting. As reported in ‘I'he 
New York Times of April 5, this is 
what occurred: 

“The only man who spoke against 
unification was the Rey. Dr. J. W.: 
Rebinson, pastor of St. Mark’s negro 
church, West lifty- third street, New 
York city, which is now building a 

900,000 church in Harlem to be 
known as the ‘negro cathedral of 
Methodism.’ 

*“‘Dr. Robinson at first announced 
that he could not conscientiously 
vote for the unification, but he xaid 
later that he could, and he stood with 
all the others when the vote was 


three days before. Dr. Jones’ resolu- 
tions were offered from the stand- 
point of the colored question as a 
world question, as well as from the 
standpoint of missionary work in In- 


dis. In his speech he refers to the 
difficulties which were imposed upon 
missionaries in India from America 
on the account of Indians being de- 
nied naturalization in the United 
States. 

Dr. Jones savs, “The fact that I 
was an American did help me (as a 
missionary to India) until a short 
time ago. Now. to be frank, it is in 
spite of being an American that we 
now gain entrance into the heart of 
India. What co I mean by that? 
I mean this, that Indians are denied 
the privilege of naturalization in the 
United States of America. Some of 
you who were: not in India in_ the 
midst of that storm center have no 
idea of the burst of indignation that 
took place in that matter.” 

‘The general conference a-lopted an- 
other paper bearing on the question 
of race, as well. as the allied ques- 
tion of war and peace. 

Interested in Peace.

Reminds “Black Man.” 


‘““T fear if we should wait for the 
southern church to change its atti- 
tude toward the negro we would have 
to wait many years,’ said Dr. Mac- 
Mullen, ‘but there is no likelihooa 


that we in the north jurisdiction shall 


turn our backs on the colored minister 
or his people. I appeal to the black 
men to keep this in mind.’ 


“The Rey. Dr. Herbert F. Wright, 
superintendent of the Newburgh dis- 
trict, reminded the conference that at 
Springfield it was ‘a black man who 
seconded the resolution for unificn- 
tion,’ and that it was°a black man 
who made the first telling speech fol- 
lowing the report and who also sec- 
onded the resolution. ~ 

“The Rev. Dr. Robert W. Green-

All these speeches in a leading an- 
nual conferenec of the northern 
church differ widely from the utter- 
ances of leading southern advocates 
of “the plan.”

EISEMAN LEASE CASE . 


The supreme court of Georgia in an 
opinion handed down Saturday re- 
versed the decision of Judge J. D. 
Humphries, of Fulton superior court. 
in dismissing a bill brought by F. & 
W. Grand company against the Fise- 
man heirs for the specific performance 
of a contract to lease the building at 
11 Whitehall street, formerly occupied 
by the Woolworth company, according 
fo an announcement made hy Presi- 
dent Stone, of the F. & W. Grand 
company, who is in the city tempo- 
rarily, 

The suit of the Grand company al- 
leged that a contract was made by an 
exchange of letters, whereby that com- 
nany leased from the Eiseman estate 
the building formerly occupied by 
Woolworth for a period of twenty 
years. at a rental of $50,000 a year, 
and that just before the permanent 
lease was to be signed, the owners of 
the building received an offer of a 
higher rental from another source and 
declined to execute a lease, which al- 
ready has been prepared. 

Judge Humphries ruled that the let- 
ters did not make a complete contract 
but the supreme court by its reversal 
held that the case stated by F. & W. 
Grand company in its pleadings set 
out a cause of action and reversed the 
judgment. 

The Grand company is now remodel- 
ing the corner of Whitehall and Hun- 
ter streets, but expects to use the 
Fiseman building also. The Grand 
firm Was represented by Dorser, How- 
ell & Heyman and Little. Powell.

The March figures of exports and 
imports indicate that American in- 
dustry is proceeding at a high rate 
of production; ‘‘with virtually no 
possibility of an industrial depres- 
sion,’ adds Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover. 

Exports from the United States 
last month were valued at $452,- 
600,000 and imports were $385,- 
000,000, leaving a favorable balance 
of trade of $67,000,000. March 
imports were greater than those of 
any month save one in the last four 
years. 
of any month but two in the last 
forty-five months. 

Mr. Hoover is quoted as saying: 

“The reports on the character of 
imports have interested me» particu- 
larly because it appears that the in- 
take of commodities during March 


was largely in the form of raw ma- 


tersals. 

“When the large total of exports 
is taken into consideration, these fig- 
ures constitute a fairly sufficient an- 
swer to peeple who believe the coun- 
try might be entering a period of 
industrial depression. Such a _ pros- 
pect is not tenable in the face of 
figures such as these.” 

At the last meeting of the cabinet 
the export and import figures were 
discussed and analyzed, and the 
president, it is said, expressed grati- 
fication that the quantity volume of 
trade had increased 50 per cent over 
the price levels of 1914.

Having considered the trial, the 
crucifixion, the resurrection, and the 
ascension of Christ, we began last 
week a series of ible texts dealing 
with the early church. 

It is appropriate that the first of 
the new characters considered should 
be Stephen, the first martyr; for, as 
has been wisely said, “The blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the church.” 
Stephen was superbly qualified to be 
the first of the long line of noble 
Christians who, sealed their testimony 
with their lives. 

The word “martyr” is the Greek 
word for “witness,” and such evidence 
Las always been valued highly. What- 
ever doubt there may be in regard to 
6ne’s sincerity is dispelled when life 
ix offered in proof of convictions; it is 
the one act which above all others 
challenges attention. No physical 
force that a human being can exert 
deserves to be compared with the in- 
fluence exerted by the spirit of sacri- 
fice “that makes death more desirable 
than life when purchased at the cost 
of what one believes to be right. 


Essentials of Eloquence. 


“Stephen, full of grace and power 
‘Revised Version), wrought = great 
wonders and signs among the people.” 

lle was a man of faith, to which 
grace was added, and these together 
conferred upon him a power 
made him revered by his, co-workers 
and hated by those who recognized 
that they were no match for hir in 
disputation. “They were not able to 
vesist the wisdom and the spirit by 
which he spake.” 

“Wisdom” and “spirit” have ever 
been the essentials of eloquence. One 
must understand his subject and be 
ready not only to affirm with posi- 
tiveness, but to meet all opposition. In 
other words, he must know what he 
is talking about. 

Iznorance of one’s subject is a 
weakness that cannot be concealed, 
tut information is only a part of the 
equipment of an, effective speaker. 
farnestness is also necessary. One 
cannot conyince unless he is himeelf 
eonvineed and, of all earnestness, 
‘hat is most earnest which is the 
fruit of the Spirit. 

There was no withstanding a man 
‘ike Stephen, who knew the gospel 

hat he proclaimed and felt that he 
sul a message that he must deliver 
nd which all should hear. 
Confession of Weakness. 

The enemies of Stephen were not 
wrsonal enemies; such man does not 
.ave personal enemies; they were 
-nemies of his cause and, as their 
tatred was. proportionate to the power 
of those who represented the cause, 
they quite naturally selected Stephen 


as the shining mark against whom to! 


hurl their poisonous darts.

Stephen was the first to earn the re- 
ward promised in the beatitudes: 

“Blessed are ye, when men shall 
revile you, and persecute you, and 
shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice, and 
be exceeding glad: for great is your 
reward ‘n heaven.” 

Inward Exultation. 


Stephe.s was not only undismayed 
by the persecution, but his counte- 
nance showed an inward exultation. 
The members of the council “saw his 
face as it had been the face of an 
angel.” 7 

Such a sight either melts or 
hardens: it either conquers or drives 
to desperation. There is no middle 
ground in the presence of such a 
manifestation of superiority. Stephen’s 
colaborers doubtless shared his joy be- 
cause they were acutated by the same 
high purpose and were filled with the 
same holy zeal. Bnt not sv with the 
members of the council; “they were 
cut to the heart, and they gnashea 
on him with their teeth.” 

Religion 1s a serious thing to deal 
with. No one is the same after a re- 
ligious experience that he was before. 
If he is yorn again, his life is revolu- 
tionized for the better: if he steels 
himself against the call and refuses 
tc obey, he is harder to reach than 
he was before. Those who sat in 
judgment upon Stephen were embit- 
tered by what they saw and felt that 
they had no choice but to destroy 
hins. ; 

Attacking the Bible. 

Those who attack the Bible feel 
under the same necessity. When they 
ceny its authority they feel that it is 
a life and death struggle between 
themselves and the Word of God. 
They must overthrow the Bible or be 
condemned by it. 

Hence. final apostasy is usually the 
fate of those who begin by question- 
ing the authority of passages which 
ere obnoxious to them. Being unable 
to draw any definite line through the 
Ltiible between that which they like 
and that which they do not like, they 
yenerally end_in aiscrediting it all. 

Stephen’s vision made his accusers 
frantic. When he said to them, “Be 
hold. I see the heaven opened, and 
the Son of man standing on the right 
hand of God, then_they cried out with 
» loud voice, and stopped their ears. 
and ran upon him with one accord.” 
Shutting one’s ears does not annilhi- 
late sound any more than shutting 
one’s eves annihilates the light, but it 


‘is not an uncommon practice. 


The Only Spirit. 

Stephen was stoned to death while 
be was praying. Ue kneeled down to 
receive the stones and called upon 
the Lord not to lay this sin to the 
charge of his cruel assailants. That 
was the spirit of the Savior; it was 
the spirit in which the foundations of 
the Christian church were laid, and 
it is the only spirit in which Chris- 
tianity can make progress. 

Violence has no place in the pro- 
gram of the Christian church. 
Wherever resort has been had to 
violence, it has been due to human 
irailty and not to the religion which 
the yiolent claimed to represent. 
While force may triumph for a while, 
it eannot be beneficial to true religion 
-~-grnpes do not grow from thorns nor 
figs from thistles. 

What lesson can we draw from the 
martyrdon of. Stephen that will 
strengthen us for our daily labors and 
increase cur eapacity. for service? 

The time is past when one can be 
stoned as Stephen was; Christians 
are not called upon to die for their 
conviétions now; hence it is more dif- 
ficult to distinguish real Christians 
from those who use Christianity as a 
cover for their sins or as a Cloak of 
respectability. 

The Need for Courage. 

But while physical violence is not 
it is «loubtful whether 
courage was ever more needed than 
now or when cowardice was more 
fatal to the progress of the church. 
Every age has its call to duty for the 
1 roblems that must be solved for the 
benefit of humanity. And to whom 
ean the world look for heroism if not 
to those who find their redemption in 
the blood of Christ and their inspira- 
tion in His example? 

Three imperative calls to service 
deserve attention; first, the defense 
of religion as a vital factor in life. 

The real religious issue is not be 
iween Jew and Gentile or between 
Catholic and’ Protestant: it is be- 
tween those who believe that religion 
is a necessary element in life and 
those who regard § it as purely a 
superstition. 

Not long ago in a prominent >col- 
lege the following question was form- 
ulated for discussion: “Is religion an 
chsolescent function which should be 
allowed to atrophy quietly without 
grousing the passionate prejudice of 
outworn superstition?” This ques- 
tion among others was sent to me by 
a professor of the college and it was 
sent in good faith. 

What the Effect?

Who can best do the high worl 
of mediatorship in our present theo- 
logical confusion? 

ie 

We are not to look for wise me- 

diatorship among the antagonists of 


the church. 
Are we to allow the enemies of the 


Bible fo make known to the people 
some facts about the Bible which 
we know and withhold? 

In an age of reading the issue 
cannot be kept concealed. Wild rad- 
ical notions are trickling down 
through all the strata of society in 
cheap periodicals and popular maga- 
zines. Is this to be the source of 
information for our people? 

This mediatorship cannot be best 
performed by mere theorizers. A 
pert type of college professors and 
closet philosophers cannot know the 
pulse beat of the church. 

They do not know how to measure 
out new wine, and how much it will 
take to throw the church into a de- 
lirium and confusion. 

These men may be helpful in their 
researches, but many of them are ou: 
of touch with practical life. and have 
no regard for the contests of the min¢ 
and the preparedness of those whom 


they would teach. 
. . - . 


There are some possible mediating 
agencies : ; 

The church paper could be more 
helpful in the dessemination of some 
new and true conceptions of the hi- 
ble, but unfortunately it is not. There 
is no agency in all the world more 
persistently reactionary than the ay- 
erage denominational periodical. When 
in all the history of ‘the church has 
it been the advocate of progressive- 
ness ? 

With some notable exceptions the 
church press is the reflecting mirror 
of the moribund in human thought. 

It rarely every fails to line up 
with the popular side in any intel- 
lectual controversy. 

It is almost always a transcript ol 
the majority vote. While 1 am 
convinced that the church press coulda 
wisely and cautiously render great 
service, yet I make no tirade against 
denominational editors, They are tne 
agents of a corporate body, and are 
bound in a way to the general senti- 
ment of their constituency. My ret- 
erence is, of course, to the lack of 
progressiveness in the mediatorship ot 
new conceptions of Christian truth. 
The value and importance of the 
church periodical in- the advocacy and 
championship of practical Christian 
enterprise is beyond question. This 
is, no doubt, its great function. 

The church press is justified im 
holding to a reasonable conservation, 
but it should not be the mouthpiece 
of a reactionary obscurantism,

“Burning Off Woods” 
Causes Untold Loss, 
Says’Forestry Expert 


Athens, Ga.. April 18.—(Special.) — 
Burning over woodlot and _  cutover 
lands, with the consequent destruction 
of seeds and seedlings, is causing un- 
tcid losses to the state now, and is also 
proventing the natural refcrestation 
tc provide for our timber  ecessities 
in the future, savs D. Barrett. extén- 
sion specialist in forestry at the 
State College of Agriculture. 

It is common sense to keep fire out 
of the woodland, just the same as to 
keep it out of the hav stack or the 
barn, he says, and the growing of 
cimber returns a profit to the same 
extent as a field crop if it is given 
the same care and judgment. 

“In many cases fire actually kills 
the mature timber, but if not it 1s 
‘(iamaged so much that it is easy for 
disease and insects to enter the tree 
whieh quickly destroy it.” continued 
l’rofessor Barrett. In addition to 
the destruction of the trees, the fire 
consumes the leaves, twigs and other 
material which has accumulated. and 
ienves the soil impoverished of this 
valuable mineral matter. Organie mat- 
fer is just as essential to good timber 
growth as it is to field crops. A soil 
denleted of this valuable humus will 
not furnish the necessary plant food 
for the trees, conseanently erowth is 
retarded and the land erodes.”

| LIBRARY LITERARY NOTES 
An Impressionistic Conrad 
BY CLYDE PETTUS, OF THE CARNEGIE LIBRARY 
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A life of Joseph. Conrad from the 
pen of his collaborator is a literary 


event. Suvh a reminiscence presages 
a sympathetic portrait of the novelist 
by one who through years of intimate 
association knew him not only asa 
master craftsman, but as a man, In 
it will be found the real Conrad as 
known by the fellow worker who 
shared the days of labor and joy of 
accomplishment, who knew better 
than any one the hours of discourage- 
ment and the extent of the final 
achievement. 

Such is the promise of “Joseph Con- 
1ad a personal remembrance,” which 


Ford Madox Ford describes in a pref- 
ace as the impressions of an impres- 
sionist. He purposes. because of 
Conrad’s and his own aversion to the 
usual biographical narrative, to pro- 
ject a portrait which will first of all 
cake one see “the subject in his 
scenery.” For this dates and data 
are ignored as valueless in construct- 
ing a likeness of the man in terms of 
tiving flesh and blood. 

It is no doubt a difficult task to 
tell the story of one’s friend without 
standing conspicuously between him 
and the desired audience. Certainly 


bere the Conradian likeness is over- 
shadowed by the too evident presence 


of his collaborator, like a view of the 
bills spoiled by the thumb of a care- 
less photographer. It is disappointing 
when the background upon which a 
picture is projected focuses the atten- 
tion to the impoverishment of the 
picture. One looks. for Conrad and 
finds Ford. Z 
Was Growing Lettuce. 

When Conrad’s intractable English 
needed a collaborator the choice some- 
how fell upon the young writer then 


ceNed Hueffer who was at that time 
ubsorbed in lettuce growing. He was 
unimpressed by the author of “Al- 
mayer’s Folly.” being surfeited with 
pre-Raphaelites and apparently blase 
on the subject of great writers and 
artists. It was a depressing condi- 
tion for a literary lion and he “rather 
disliked Conrad as you dislike those 
who pass before your cage and get you 
poked up.” But on the occasion of 
their first meeting at Limpfield he 
SG far inculgea in the expected “roar- 
ing” that he told Conrad the story of 
dohn-Kemp-Aaron-Smith which Ed- 
ward Garnett considered too indi- 
vidual ever to find a publisher. This 
last fact was all that saved Conrad’s 
letter suggesting a collaboration from 
being an impertinence. Think of at- 
tempting to persuade~ “the finest 
stylist in England” to drive his pet 
in yoke with a comparatively un- 
known Pvule who was endeavoring to 
force his in the narrow way of. in- 
docile English—and moreover to give 
over to; his tender mercies the in- 
triguing subject that was later to be- 
come “Romance!” 


Not that Conrad was very much 
impressed with the reading of the 
manuscript when at Mr. Hueffer’s in- 


vitation he came to hear it in the par- 
lor of the Pent. It appears that he 
suffered greafly, almost as much as 
he would have deserved if Mr. Gar- 
nett’s ‘remark had remained unsaid 
and the suggestion of collaboration 
Leen the audacity it was so narrowly 
spared. He said the penalty” in 
groans—crying out: “O God. my 
aear faller, . how is it possible !”"— 
finally he was frigidly silent. Pos-

It may be that, Mr. Ford’s neces- 
sary references to his own share in 
the occurrence—or more accurately 
his presence in every impression, for 
there are few happenings—would be 
less disconcerting but for his invari- 
able use of a substitute for the per- 
sonal pronoun. The words “the 
writer” tick their way through the 
ventence at clock-like intervals. Much 
space also. is devoted to his literary 
facility “Excellency, a few goats...” 
commemorating. a chapter heading 
which he agreed with his appreciative 
collaborator to call “genius.” The 
time given to the later tastes and 
opinions of the little boy with long 
golden hair making sand castles on 
the shore at Lowestoft, who may or 
aay not have held  untintelligibie 
conversation with a young Polish sea- 
man, would be in better taste if the 
roles of biographer and subject had 
teen reversed. Now.and then in tne 
course of the narrative there is a <nd- 
den vivid picture of Conrad that 
makes the odd struggling man seem 
strangely real. Of the deep-sea life 
there is nothing—his collaborator’s 
knowledge beginning after the days 
when the ship’s livrary furnished a 
wide-marzined “Madame Bovary” as 
writing pape? for the opening chap- 
ters of “Almayer’s Folly.” He had, 
ty hearsay and probably iz anecdotes 
culled from many conversations. stray 
bits of Conrad’s early life, especially 
the incident that marked its turning 
point in the direction of literature—a 


man just out of hospital with sea-| 


faring deys no longer’ within the 
runge of possibility, catching sight on 


a station book stall of a row'of yel- 
lcw volumes. There have been greater 


metamorphoses than that of a Polish 


master mariner into an English novel- 
ist, but few sO painstaking and com- 
plete. Ford says of him that he hated 
the sea—that there was but one thing 
that irked him more and that was 
writing. 
Friendship Severed. 

His biographer emphasizes Con- 

rad’s meticulous care in the choice of 


words and the difficulties he found in 
ciothing his foreign ideas in Englash 
dress. On this point of language the 
collaborators seem to have differed 
fundamentally, so much so that it 
caused a severing of their ‘friendship 
for a period of several years. But 
the younger man remembers with 
pleasure long past discussions of the 
Proper way tu describe a cabbage 
field. of the blurred connotations of 


the word “oaken” signifying so much: 


more than the simple “made of oak.” 
While Conrad’s recollections were of 
the happy aspects of the controver- 
sies: “For it would be delightful to 
eztch the echo of the desperate and 
funny quarrels that enlivened these 
old days. The pity of it is that there 
comes a time when all the fun in one’s 
life must be looked for in the past.” 


_As the first book of impressions 
ol a great novelist there will be for 
every Conrad admirer a special in- 
terest in the present fragmentary por- 
trait. It would be greater but for 
the feeling that Mr. Ford has a 
tendeecy ,fo patronize his former col- 
labo r. that he himself does not 
retire modestly into the wings during 
the principal actor’s presence on the 
stage.

New York, April 18.—(Special to 
The Constitution.)—The stock mar- 
ket had several bursts of streugth in 
the past week, and at times it looked 
as if the main bull market was being 
resumed. When prices tended to get 
quite strong, however, there was some 
new short selling or a lot of profit 
taking to check the advances in one 
lace. Just as the market was weak 
one spot or another nearly all of 
the time in March, with serious de- 
Slines in some place almost every day 
Bnd general weakness throushout the 
market many times, there has been a 
strong trend somewhere or other prac- 
tically every day in April thus far 
and some days when nearly every- 
thing was advancing. Several times 
in the past week, the whole list was 
moving up, but the main strength was 
in the motor shares and a number of 
specialties. Rails moved up a little, 
so did steels, rubbers, and various 
other groups, but it was only in the 
motors that an enthusiastic advance 
weeurred.

On July 6, 1916, New York 
Central turned its Nickel Plate stock 
over.to O. P. and M. J. Van Swer- 
ingen, two Cleveland real estate men 
having had no railroad experience. 
eWhy these men happened to be se- 
lected is not known. But there is no 
question that New York Cenral made 
it worth while for the Van Sweringens 
working with the First National Bank 
interests to build up around Nickel 
plate a system that would operate in 
peace and harmony with New York 
Central instead of competing with it. 
In brief, after deciding to let Nickel 
Plate go New York Cefitral made it 
its business to see that the read fell 
into friendly hands. First, the Van 
Sweringens got the Lake Erie & 
Western for Nickel Plate, then the 
Toledo, St. Louis & Western, then 
one after another of the roads named 
above. Stockholders of the various 
roads involved have formally approved 
of the proposed merger. It is now up 
to’ the, interstate commerce commis- 
sion to approve or disapprove the pro- 
posed consolidation. 

It is known that the Van Swerin- 
gen lawyers will base their arguments 
before the commission on the ground 
that the public will benefit by the 
nroposed consolidation, through more 
direct shipping routes, through joint 
use of equipment and _ terminals, 
through reduction of overhead by 
elimination of duplicate officials, offi- 
cers, employees. It is also known that 
objections will be raised to the pro- 
posed merger on the’ grounds that 
small independeyt roads in the terri- 
tory affected would be weakened and 
left out in the cold because the pro- 
posed merger would make it impos- 
sible to carry out the plans ‘proposed 
by congress for merging all of the 
railroads of the country into some 
20 systems. 

Undoubtedly the Van Sweringen 
lawvers will be able to make out a 
rood case in arguing the saving that 
Will be effected through joint use of 
terminals and equipment. But there 
is also something to be said on the 
other side by those representing the 
public. There is no competition to- 
dav in railroad selling prices, as the 
railroads under the law can now make 
no changes in rates without first get- 
ting the approval of the interstate 
commerce commission. The only 
competition today between railroads 
is in the quality of service offered 
the traveler and shipper. If the rail- 
roads are allowed to eliminate coimpe- 
tition in service through extensive 
mergers there is no question but that 
the result from the viewpoint of the 
public will be deterioration of service 
which will at least partly offset the 
benefits derived from joint use of 
terminals and equipment. 

It is known that President Cool- 
idge, Secretary Hoover and _ other 
members of the administration favor 
railroad consolidations as a means of 
eliminating weak railroads. Congress 
is already on record as favoring rat!- 
road consolidations and Senator Cum- 
mins who sponsored the clause of the 
transportation act prividing for the 
consolidation of all railroads into 
some 20 systems recently stated that 
at the next session of congress™ he 
would offer a bill making consolida- 
tion of railroads into 2U systems com- 
pulsory.

People forgive the 
village idiot because he was born this 
way. The village loafer is condoned 
because he is good-natured and loves 
dogs and children. But there seems 
to be no excuse for the village author. 
She is always being asked to explain 
herself and tell the reason why she 
feli so low. 

“Why did you write that book?” 
everyone asks sorrowfully, as if the 
book might easily have been pre- 
vented. : 

‘As I am a village author, I feel 
that I should take this opportunity 
to explain myself and name the rea- 
son why 1 wrote my book, “Faith in 
Our Fathers.” Perhaps I can give 
the excuse of the idiot that I -was 
born that way. I cannot remember 
when I did not long to write, and my 
Methodist minister family encouraged 
this yearning. When I was 5 years 
eld I wrote sermons for my dolls and 
preached them at doll church on 
Sundays. Some parishioner with a 
sense of fitness had given me a doll 
dressed as a minister. This doll, of 
course, occupied the pulpit while my 
twenty-eight other dolls sat in rows 
before him. The doll dressed as a 
clown sat on the front row always 
because I felt that he needed church 
most on account of his circus life. My 
family listened to my sermons from 
behind curtains and predicted a 
startling future for me. : 

The material for my writing lay in 
the church life all about me and 
somehow I realized that very early. 
Perhaps it was because I heard my 
father and mother say that our life 
would make a book. There never was 
a truer saying than that little pitch- 
ers have big ears. I have a vision of 
myself sitting in the corner of the 
high pastor's pew with my eyes 
starting out of my head like shoe but- 


ons. 

I do not think any of my father’s 
cohgregation: ever suspected what a 
spirited, watchful minx I was be- 
cause 1 was invariably considered a 

ious d lovely child and a great 
uture in the missionary field was 
always predicted for me. 

But instead of being a missionary, 
T have written “Faith of Our Fa- 
thers,” and feel that I had as muca 
zeal. truth and justice in writing that 
as if I had gone to convert the Zulus. 
Many people are as ignorant as Zu- 
lus, anyway, about what sort of a 
man their pastor is. To them their 
minister is only a perambulating 
frock coat, vocal on Sundays» As 
they sit in their pews in their best 
clothes they never wonder whether 
their minister has any thwarted am- 
bitions, or whether he is lonely, or 
whether he ever feels that God has 
forsaken him. 

To them a minister is always the 
comforter, never the comforted, just 
as a doctor is always the healer and 
never the healed. Many church mem- 
bers never know any more about the 
inside of their minister than if he 
were stuffed with saw dust. _ Per- 
baps that is why they stick pins in 
bim so often. 

I had no intention of making my 
book a tract against Methodism. But 
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DOROTHY 
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I could not candidly present the pic-

struggles every day—indifference, 
worldliness, small pay, church poli- 
tics. 

Against a system that underpays 
service and undervalues ideals I have 
protested in my book.

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. Aerodynamo Science’s Latest Marvel

sea TVERYBODY who

has been 
yt out on a boating trip, has 
had the experience sf sud- 
den turmoil on otherwise 
eoss| placid waters, when a large 
Sieamer passed in the vicinity of his 
small craft. The steamer 
along a small mound of water, which 
is followed by a relatively deeper 
hollow. Our little pleasure boat re- 
sponds but slightiy to the pressure of 
the mounting wave, whereas the 
sucking action of the back-wash pro- 
Cuces a mighty commotion, causing 
the hoat to rock violently. Here we 
have a case in which the action of 
suction is greater than that of the 
corresponding pressure. 

The properties of water currents 
are generally known, because they 
are visible and can éasily be followed 
by the eye. Apart from the differ- 
ence in weight, the movements of 
air currents are governed by prec se- 
ly_the same laws as thosé of water; 
but since air is invisible, they have, 
until recently, received but little at- 
tention, and not much research has 
been applied to the eluc’dation of 
their properties. 


It was the pioneer work of the 
Wright brothets in America, the first 
“tying men,’’ which first directed the 
attention alike of the general public 
and of the scientific world to atmos- 
rheric problems. Since then. re- 
Search extending over decades has 
yielded remarkable results, and one 
may well regard with astonishment 
the number of valuable inventions 
which have resulted, more especially 
from a practical application of the 
laws of suction. 

At one time or another, everyone 
has quite unconsciously dabbled in 
aerodynamics. For instance, we are 
standing on the top of a rise, and our 
gaze wanders over a field of corn 
swaving in the breeze. The waving 
tops remind us of the sea-in motion. 
In the course of a single minute we 
count about 25 wavelets that go rip- 
pling over the end of the field. How 
can we account for this phenome- 
non? This is the answer: 

Air does not travel with uniform 
flow. It is easily compressible, and 
when in motion is constantly broken 
up and squeezed into a number of 
balls each about as large as a bale of 
wool. In every minute then, 25 of 
these balls, ‘“‘pulsations’’ in scientitic 
terminology, go tumbling over the 
edge of our corn-field.

The growth of ‘aeronautics has 
made it imperative that exact meth- 
cds be devised for the scientific ex- 
pioration of atmospheric forces.

Thus, thickened edges in 
tront serve to divert-the wind up- 
wards more easily and steeply, so 
that greater tension is produced on 
the upper surface. Likewise perfora- 
tions of the wings; which allow the 
air to flow out at the top, increase 
this suction. 

Most remarkable of all is the ‘‘sog” 
actcon on rotating cylinders, which 
was discovered about 50 years ago 
by Magnus (Magnus effect).  Ex- 
periments by Prof. Prandtl, of Goet- 
tingen, have yielded exact informa- 
tion on the workings ot_this phenome- 
non, which Flettner is endeavoring to 
adapt to the propulsion of his ‘‘rotor- 
ship.’’ As far back as 1915, Scotter, 
oi Kingston, proposed to use this 
principle for driving airplanes. 

For all practical purposes, the fac- 
tors to be considered are the resis- 
tance offered by the moving object 
te the wind-currents, and the “sog”’ 
or “‘lift’’ produced and working di- 
rectly upwards. dn the case of. air- 
planes the effect aimed at is mini- 
mum resistance with maximum lift, 
so that the plane can glide smoothly - 
against the wind, and requires but 
Slight engine-power. This smooth 
cliding is also a main requisite of sail- 
Ing craft (Canvas sails, rotating cylin- 
cers), but unfortunately the Prandt 
rotor is not a good glider. 

For a litt of nine units, there is a 
res stance of four and six-tenths units. 
To produce maximum efficiency, the 
Surface of the cylinders must be con- 
stantly rotated at a speed more than 
tiree times that of the existing wind. 
It the engines are not powerfu: 
enough to maintain this speed, the et- 
ficiency will fall rapidly. In the case 
of a rotorship, the rotating cylinder 
replaces the canvas sails. In order to 
make headway the ship must play to 
windward. 

Altogether about eight points of 
hedd-wind and several points of lead- 
ing-wind become useless for naviga- 
tion. However, in a leading wind, a 
certain amount of headway can be 
made by causing the cylinders to ro- 
tate in the opposite sense. Even 
with a full stern-wind the efficiency 
will be low, as then only one cylin- 
der goes into proper action. 


BB. use of propeller-like wings the 
present writer has succeeded in 
ebtaining a very high degree of ef- 
ficiency in exploiting wind-force for 
generating useful power. Wing- 
blades eight and five-tenths metres in 
length will produce.up to 60 horse- 
power with a wind velocity of seven 
metres (official measurements).

| the Italian aristocracy. 

Mussolini has ordered (1) that all 
Iialians using titles shall show their 
patents or authority for using their 
titles, and (2) that all Italians using 
titles of approved authenticity shall 
pay an annual tax for them, accord- 
ing to the degree of elevation of the 
title so employed. 

This is painful news to the Italian 
nobility, because in the first place, 
they say that their titles are in many 
cases so ancient that they cannot pos- 
sibly have any written authority for 
using them, and in the second place, 
because they cannot afford the large 
sums of money demanded by Musso- 
lini. 

The matter is one of great interest 
to a large-number of American wom-

Ruth Waters, daughter of a 
wealthy hotel keeper of Philadelphia 
and Atlantic City. 

Prince Ludovic is extremely tem- 
peramental—he gnce tried to commit 
suicide, because Miss Mary Duke, 
daughter of the great tobacco trust 
magnate refused to have him.

Compared 
to these Romans, the oldest noble 
families of England and France are 
mere parvenus. 

But when titles are of such stu- 
pendous antiquity as those of Rome 
there is usually no documentary au- 
thority for their use. They have 
been handed down by tradition. The 
same condition holds with regard to 
very ancient titles in other countries. 

A thousand years ago writing was 
uncommon and the title was perhaps 
conferred verbally. Even if a parch- 
ment conferring nobility existed so

A case in point is that of Prince 
Massinio, whose family is reputed to 
be descended from Fabius Maximus, 
the early Roman general who ‘“‘saved 
the state by waiting,’’ but has no writ- 
ten proot of it.

Christ, long before the Roman em- 
pire of republic existed. 

. is true that many of the ancient 

princely families have parchments 
conferring unquestionable titles on 
them in recent centuries, but they re- 
sent any aspersions on their tradition- 
al titles and pedigrees. 

When they found that they would 
have to comply with the law, they re- 
luctantly began to search for their 
parchments. -In many cases they 
could not find them, could not even 
find parchments of such recent date 
as the seventeenth or eighteenth cen- 
turies. 

The aristocrats therefore requested 
the government to postpone the date 
for producing their parchments until 
July, a request which has been grant- 
ed. Many of the nobility are now 
hunting in the Vatican library for 
their parchments or copies of them. 

Mussolini’s order that the nobility 
must show their patents is a financial 
measure in line with the tax on titles. 
Hitherto Italian nobleman have had 
the right to transfer their titles to per-

Styles 


Most of the Indian decorative de- 
Signs used as embroideries on woolen 
and silk frocks are symbolic of events 
in the history of the tribes. The scroll 
work of some ruined temple often 
forms an interesting decoration for a 
tailored suit. The plumed serpent, a 
favorite Indian symbol, may supply 
the motif for an entire costume. 

“Indian designs are particularly well 
adapted as decorations for clothes,” 
Miss Traphagen says, “‘because they 
are highly conventionalized. The rich 
colors add a note which is very wel- 
come to the designer. 

“People used to dress more som- 
berly in blacks and browns and grays, 
but we use color more lavishly each 
season. The Indian has always under-

Miss Traphagen acquired her inti- 
mate knowledge of Indian art and 


costumes at first hand. For several 


years she lived with the Indian tribes 
of the southwest—the dZunis,- the 
Hopis, and finally the Navajos, ‘“‘the 
gypsies of the desert.’’ 

The Pueblo Indians are the best 
dressed of all the tribes, according to 
Miss Traphagen. 


HE Hopis and Zunis—all the 
Pueblo Indians—are much more 
interested in clothes than the Navajos. 
They wear very beautiful costumes. 
“The Hopi men do all the weav- 
ing,’’ says Miss Traphagen, ‘‘and fash- 
ion lovely garments for the women 
out of wool. An everyday dress is of 
dark blue, with a border in rich col- 


ors. On state occasions they wear 


“robes of white wool. 


“These Pueblo Indians never wear 
cld, worn clothing, and they never 
wear white people’s discarded clothe 
ing. 
a gift, but they always make it over 


They will accept a garment as 


according to their own ideas. And 
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they have very decided views on the 
etiquette of dress. 

“Perhaps it is because the Pueblo 
Indians are apartment house dwellers 
—the first in America—that they pay 
so much attention to clothes. They 
build their houses of white stucco, one 
on top of another, until they have a 
real apartment house. 

“The Navajos dress much more 
somberly than the Hopis or Zunis. A 
Navajo woman wears a blouse like a 
man’s shirt, very long waisted. This 
same style has been reflected in the 
siyles for the past season.” 

Indian ideas of dress have already 
influenced civilized fashions more than 
designers realize, Miss Traphagen 
thinks. 

“We borrow from the Indian all 
the time unconsciously,” she points 
out. ‘The one-sided revers which has 
been so popular this season is merely 
a modification of the Indian blanket 
draped over one shoulder. Necklines, 
ioo, of late, have shown a decided In- 
dian influence. 

“When it is cold in winter a beau 
of one of the Pueblo tribes wears a 
robe of rabbit skin or feathers, and 
looks not unlike the smartly dressed 
‘woman of today, who tops her cos- 
tume with a short coat of astrakan or 
Seal. 

“! had always known that there 
was a very rich field in the arts and 
decorations of the Indian tribes, but 
1 did not realize how wonderful their 
products were until I went to 
live with them. 

“The Indians revolutionized 
my ideas of dress. 1 found that 
their arts expressed 
more vitally than any 
other the real spirit of 
America. I became so 
fascinated with the 
beauty and richness of 
their costumes. that I 
wanted to see them re- 
flected in fashions for 
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Three recently designed costumes that found their inspiration in the art of the American Indians. 
houses of the Pueblos for its embroidery design. 
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women all over the country.” 

Not only can the American woman 
learn a great deal about dress design 
from the Indian, but she can also get 
some valuable hints on the art of 
make-up. . 

A writer who lived for years among 
the Sioux gives a first-hand account 
of the process as it goes on in the bou- 
doir of an Indian brave. A very dash- 
ing effect is achieved by dividing the 
face into halves, and giving each side 
a different treatment. 

“The line of demarcation some- 
times runs down the nose,’’ we are 
told, ‘‘so that the right cheek and side 
are buried in gloom while the lett 
looks like a flower bed in bloom. The 
eyes gleam cut of circles of dark 
color, 2nd parts of the face are bright 
and lustrous, while parts are shadow- 
ed. It seems as if they wished to rep- 
resent on their countenances the vari- 
ous phases of the moon. 3 

“There 18 a certain symbolism in 
the use of cofors: Red generally typi- 
fies and festivity; and black 
mourning. When any very melan- 
choly death takes place, they rub a 
handtul of charcoal over the entire 
face. If the deceased is only a dis- 
tant relative, a mere trellis work of 
black is painted on the face; they 
have also‘ a half mourning, in whica 
they paint only half the face black.”

‘is not only their joy, but also their

"YNHE Indians, according to a distin- 

guished ethnologist, long have 
reached a high state of development in 
art. Their act is one of the most dis- 
tinclive ever evolved. 

“The Indian races have achieved 
aesthetic triumphs in several branches 
of art,” he says. ‘Some of the draw- 
ings and paintings on the walls of the 
brick buildings of the southern tribes 
and the heraldic symbols painted on 
the skin-covered lodges of the plains 
people are artistic and rhythmic in 
plan and brilliant in coloring. The 
houses of the northwest coast tribes, 
built entirely of wood, are supported 
by pillars elaborately carved and em- 
bellished to represent the totem or 
tribal symbol of the owner. 

“In the potter’s art the Indian ex-

hibits great taste and skill. The mound 
builders displayed extraordinary skill 
in metal work and the stamped plates 
Gt copper taken from the earthen pyra- 
mids which they raised, show strik- 
ingly that Indian art is the growth of 
centuries and centuries of effort. 

“The aboriginal art of North Amer- 
ica is in the highest degree symbolic 
and mythologic. It is thus entirely 
removed trom any taint of material- 
ism, and had it been permitted to 
evolve would have developed a high 
degree of artistic excellence.”’ 

Miss Traphagen, who is in private 
life Mrs, W. R. Leigh, was at one time 
a member of an artist colony in New 
Mexico, of which her husband, W. R. 
Leigh, was one of the leading spirits. 
Many of these artists became so im- 
bued with Indian traditions and lore 
that some of them determined that 
they would devote the rest of their 
lives to the painting of Indian sub- 
jects. 

To this colony is due; very largely, 
the widespread effort to make our 
fashions 100 per cent American by 
going to the Indians for inspiration.

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HE “Temple of Love and Mys- 


tery’. in Hollywood, Califor- 

nia, long the source of so much 

gossip and finally the object of 

grave suspicion by the police, 
Is NO more, 

The spacious rooms it occupied have 
been stripped of their rich Oriental 
furnishings and the incense burners, 
shrines and other paraphernalia of an- 
cient magic and sorceries have gone— 
nobody knows where. | 

But the closing of the temple has 
thrown much light on the weird rites 
that are said to have been practiced 
there and the powerful fascination they 
seem to have had for many young and 
Charming women of the film world and 
society. 

Mohommed Ortaay, the Egyptian 

Seer and mystic who presided over the 
temple, fled before the law could make 
him explain just what went on in the 
pertumed gloom of his extraordinary 
establishment. 
As tor Mohommed’s hundreds of 
women devotees who sat at his feet in 
ihe temple’s perfumed shadows, most 
of them are too loyal to him to reveal 
the strange rites in which they took 
part. 

But from the police and other sources 
come many surprising revelations. 

When the Hollywood police visited 
the temple the other day they had to 
force an entrance through a heavy oak- 


en door covered from top to bottom . 


with strange symbols carved deeply into 
the wood. Just what these meant is 
said to be known only to Mohommed 
and a few of the more favored women 
initiates whom he permitted to share 
the full secrets of the temple. 

This door opened into a reception 
room hung with Oriental draperies and 
furnished in every way with millionaire 
lavishness. Dark shades kept out every 
ray of daylight and the dim rays from 
a large globe of blue glass in the ceiling 
tt most of the room in deep shadow. 

The air here, as in all the other 
rooms, was heavy with an incense of a 
Strangely Overpowering fragrance. It 
burned before a little shrine of most 
exquisite mosaic. 

Beyond this room were still other 
rooms where Mohommed’s followers 
could wait their turn to see him. These 
were dimly lighted, fragrant with in- 
cense, and as richly furnished as the 
outer room—all except one.’ That was 
a room evidently used for meditation 
or penance. It was quite unfurnished 
except for two or three plain wooden 
benches and stools. 

Beyond all these rooms was the close- 
lv guarded ‘‘seance chamber.” When 
the police entered this they found Mo- 
hommed adjusting a complicated ap- 
paratus which he declared to be a device 
for focusing astral rays on the human 
bedy. Ht was, he said, the only one of 
its kind in the world and no one except 
he knew the secret of its operation. 

On a divan lay several dainty piec 
of feminine wearing apparely A table 
vas covered with.a varied assortment 
of costly perfumes and powders. These, 
it is said, Mohommed was in the habit 
of sprinkling on his disciples as he mut- 
tered strange incantations over them. 

In a curtained alcove leading off this

chamber the police found several 
young, beautiful and handsomely gown- 
ed women. One of them confessed 
that they were awaiting their turn for 
the prophet’s blessing and a share of 
the astral rays. They were thrown into 
great confusion by the entrance of the 
police. One very attractive girl wrung 
her hands and pleaded: 

‘“‘Mohommed is my best friend. Please 
don’t harm him. He took me in and fed 
me when my soul was starving. He is 
wonderful!” 

The most significant thing the police 
search of the temple revealed was the 
several 
hundred well known women, including 
not only motion picture’ actresses, but 
many prominent in the social world. 
The walls of the reception rooms were 
covered with such pictures and others 
filled a great cabinet in the seer’s cham- 
ber. Nearly every photograph was au- 
tographed and inscribed with words of 
praise and devotion of Mohommed. - 

Several of the photographs were of 
girls in extremely scant attjre and 
these bore particularly extravagant mes- 
sages Of admiration. Most of the writ- 
ers thanked the prophet for ‘‘aid”’ 
rendered, and the tone of their mes- 
sages made it plain what a pow- 
erful influence Mohommed had 
exerted over them.

Aerodynamo Science’s Latest Marvel 
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mo strong enough to supply current 
simultaneously to 6,600 electric 
lamps (ten kilowatt)or do other 
work, such as driving motors, heat- 
ing hot- plates, etc. The electric part 
of the plant functions almost wholly 
automatically, so that it requires no 
sort of attention. 

The secret of this high efficiency 
lies in the observation of the princi- 


ples enunciated above for airplanes, 
namely that the suction side of the 
wings is completely exposed, and that 
the blades offer a minimum of resis- 
tance to the air passing between them. 
The “propeller wheel” is mounted in 
the direction of the wind. The shaft 
iiself forms the rotating axle of the 
dynamo which ‘is secured in front of 
the “wheel” to a reinforced concrete 
pillar by means of a turn-table socket. 

The pressure of the wind on the 
wings is completely exposed, and that 
assumes the required position, since 
all movable parts run in roller or ball- 
bearings. The use of a special weath- 
er-vane is thus rendered unnecessary. 
The wind glides easily between the 
propeHer-like, stream-line shaped 
wing-blades. 


S exact comparative measure- 
ments have shown, the- hest 
of wind mills, those designed on sci- 
entific principles by the Danish pro- 
fessor La Cour, generates exactly 
one-half of the power produced in 
such an aerodynamo. According to 
La Cour’s measurements, the ordi- 
nary type of wind-motor, in which a 
large number of vanes is assembled 
to form a wheel, generates only a 
fraction of the power produced in 
his wind mill. 
The wings of the aerodynamo can 
cope with any speed to which an air- 


plane may be exposed (up to three 
times the velocity of a heavy gale). 
lt is, however, not desirable to allow 
the shaft to turn too rapidly, lest the 
blades or the dynamo be injured. 


When the velocity of the wind 
reaches eight metres per second, flaps 
fitted to the blades open out mechan- 
ically by their centrifugal force, and 
act as a brake. These flaps then 
stand at right angles to the wind-cur- 
rent, and by disturbing its easy pas- 
s@ge through the blades, cause eddies 
which reduce the number of revolu- 
tions, and with them the power gen- 
erated down to as low as sixty-one 
per Cent. 


Thus we see that “sog’’ is a word 
implying manifold blesaiiaes in the 
realm of applied science. In order 
to convince himself of the peculiar 
action of ‘“‘sog,” the reader may try 
the following simple experiment for 
himself. .Two pasteboard discs are 
threaded onto a knitting needle. The 
one at the end, which may well be 
a little smaller than the other. is fas- 
tened to the needle with glue. The 
second disc has a hole large enough 
to allow it to slide easily up and down 
the needle. 

Now hold the needle horizontally, 
and blow onto the smaller disc. W hat 
will the other disc do? Naturally it 
will be set in motion by the blast of 
wind, but instead of being blown 
away as one should expect, it is ac- 
tually sucked towards the first disc! 
The reason for this is as follows: Be- 
hind the first disc an anular w hirl 1S 
formed, and if the second disc comes 
to lie inside this while, i.e. if it is 
about an inch behind the first disc, 
it will be taken up and driven, not 
away from, but towards the fast disc.

It is played 
with thirty-two buttons or counters. ° 

Cut out the square and paste it on stiff cardboardto make thc board. Then place your counters—beans, 
buttons, coins, anything will do—on all the numbered circles except the central one (No. 17). The game is to 
jump counters, as in checkers, taking off the board the counters jumped over, till all the counters are removed 
but one and the last jump of that one must leave it in the central circle.

Now the ball is ready for its cov- 
er, which is made of horsehide tak- 
en from the middle of the horse’s 
back, as the leather there is of just 
the right “‘stretchiness.’’ The cover 
is dampened before it is placed on 
the ball, so that it will stretch a 
little. Then when it dries it pulls 
up snugly and tightly over the ball. 

Roll Between Soapstones

covered it is rolled between two 
soapstones to make it perfectly 
smooth. It is then carefully looked 
over by an inspector before it is put
